ITH the sinking of the exaltation

beauty, a passionate desire to recall and 
the moment of rapture ensnares the 
soul. Caught in this strong toil, the cap- 
tive imagines himself to be the captor of 
beauty, if he do but pick up some frag- 
ment from the shattered mirror of her 
bright reflection. To this poor relique he 
erects his temples of gold and ivory, of 
silver and alabaster, of music and words, 
of form and colour, of dance and flowers— 
in candid self-complacency; to hold her 
the prisoner of his adoration. 
- As well might he enclose in some 
crystalline cage the curled wave breaking 
on the shore, that its smooth walls should 
never crumble into white foam, running 
backward through shining pebbles. As 
well might he confine. the roar of its 
mighty fall and the shout of its upgather- 
Ing in the pale echo of strings and brass 
and stretched skin, lest its triumphant 
voice should shrink to the thin thread of 
sleepy sound, stirring idly at the lip of 
the slumbering sea. As well might he 
arrest, by some spell, the flying fountains 
of its spindrifted water, lest they should 
be blown and scattered by the wind into 
invisibility and annihilation. 
Though the world is full of her 
authentic shrines, which she visits’ with 
unctual claim, yet the wayward spirit of 
auty is not always enthroned in her 
temples. Weary of sophisticated worship, 
she may desert her devotees and wander 
into the market-place, to gather up to her 
breast the outcast and lowly, or to mock 
the indifferent and hostile with the gay 
carelessness of her smile. The lion and 
lizard keep the courts of Jamshid, the 
Parthenon becomes a powder magazine, 
and the most secret¢haunts of nymph and 
faun are trampled by the feet of satiety : 
but her glance irradiates a common roof 
against the sky-line, or a huddle of 
cottages across a bog.

Is it Nature or Art that bids us watch 
the lights of Dublin, as we move away at 
nightfall to the south? These great arcs, 
that blazed out big and bold and steady 
while we were near them, begin to shrink 
closer together, and to touch trembling 
hands across the dark. Now we are 
farther from them, and they are shrunken 
and strung into glittering chains of wink- 
ing jewels, swept round the curves from 
pier to headland. We climb a hil], and 
the world has vanished away from our 
feet, fallen into an abyss of dark enchant- 
ment—till, from some parapet on the 
farther side of the firmament of heaven, 
we see all the other lights, starry con- 
stellations shining in the formless void. 

“ Nature never did betray the heart 
that loved her,” is the poet’s creed; but 
Nature is no less inconstant than man. 
Beauty makes no such boast; but she 
gives such sweet amends for her betrayals 
that she binds us anew to her workship 
when she lifts the commonplace, the 
homely, the unillumined into the intimate 
and familiar places of her dwellings 
among men.

Book-title Craps. 


According to the English librarian, it 
is the book-titles which offer the easiest 
and most severe traps to the unwary, and 
to the borrowers with little education.

(‘The Dunciad’’), and “ The Essays of a 
Liar’’ (‘‘ Essays of Elia ’’); but if one is 
suddenly confronted with a request to 
‘Kiss Auntie’’ it would take soi.¢ little 
time to recover and elicit from the 
prospective reader that what she wanted 
was really Anthony Hope’s “ Quisante.’’

A Gruesome Centenary. 


_ 

December 25th of this year was the 
centenary of the passing of the death 
sentence on as gruesome a murderer as 
any in the annals of crime. It was at 
8.50 on the morning of Christmas Day, 
1828, that the judge pronounced his doom 
on the notorious William Burke, who was 
hanged in Edinburgh in January, 1829, 
for murdering people im order to sell the 
bodies to hospitals for dissection, and 
whose name added a new word to the 
English langtage. 

A Northern correspondent tells me that 
Burke was not a Corkman, but a native 
of Urney, near Castlederg, County 
‘'yrone. His companion in crime, Hare, 
was a Donegal man. Several of their 
victims were [rish emigrants, too, one of 
them a poo. old grandmother; another a 
beautiful young girl of eighteen; a third, 
“ Daft Jamie,’’ a deaf mute in his ‘teens ; 
and the last, the woman named Doherty 
or Dougherty, the discovery of whose body 
led to the exposure of the whole traffic.

As in Glasnevin and Goldenbridge, in 
some Ulster graveyards the relatives of 
recently dead people took turns on watch 
for weeks at a time or hired men to guard 
the bodies from the agents of the corpse 
merchants, 


A Kilted Peer.

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THE EMPEROR'S 
TALISMAN. 


(By DONALD CAMPBELL.) 


ee NOSRINED among the treasures of 

the famous Cathedral of Rheims is 
a talisman of such value that even the 
sad Sy jackdaw of the legend would 
hardly dare to purloin it. It is the 
talisman of the great Emperor Charle- 
magne of the French, and consists of a 
priceless pendant of pearls and sapphires, 
the mount of which encases a supposed 
fragment of the True Cross. This was 
left by the ex-Empress Eugénie to the 
Cathedral of Rheims which suffered so 
severely at the hands of the German 
artillery during the war. 

The ex-Empress, a great friend of Queen 
Victoria—who was very fond of the 
sprightly young Prince Louis Napoleon, 
who was to lose his life so tragically in 
the Zulu War, of 1879—inherited this 
talisman from her husband, Napoleon IIT. 
He had inherited it from his father, to 
whom it had been given by the beautiful 
Empress Josephine. Although this 
talisman seems to have brought nothing 
but loss and sorrow to the Bonapartes, it 
was, and is, one of the most sought-after 
jewels in the world. 

The ex-Kaiser made repeated offers to 
the lonely widow of the last Napoleon, 
even visiting her on one occasion at her 
house at Chislehurst, where she received 
him with very cold dignity. He had been 
attracted by the legend that the talisman 
gave to its possessor the rule of the world. 
This legend has been handed down with 
the jewel, which Charlemagne was said to 
have received from a wise Arabian. 


A TOUCH OF IRONY. 


Charlemagne was the greatest monarch 
of the Western World in those days. The 
fact that the ex-Kaiser wished to buy the 
talisman is all the more ironic when we 
consider that Charlemagne caused the 
same ex-Kaiser’s ancestors to be baptised 
at the point of the sword when he subdued 
the . still heathen tribes of Eastern 
Germany and made them turn Christian. 

The Church was distinctly militant in 
those days. The great Emperor saved 
Europe from the second Moorish invasion, 
when the fiery Arabian warriors led hordes 
of fierce, black spearmen from Central 
Africa against the Frankish armies. The 
descendants of those negroes are now 
riflemen in the French Colonia] Army. 

In the pass of Roncevaux died the 
gallant Roland, truest and best of all 
knights, betrayed, so it is said, by one 
Ganelon. Single-handed he held the pass 
against the Moslem invaders after the 


other knights with him had perished—the 
twelve Paladins celebrated alike in history | 
and legend. 

The historical value of the talisman 
must be enormous. Because of its 
religious significance the ex-Empress 
Eugénie left it to the sorely smitten 
Cathedral of Rheims, one of the glories 
of the Church in France. Otherwise she 
probably would have willed it to the 
Royal Family, for whom she 
always cherished the greatest friendship 
and gratitude on account of their kindly 
reception of her when her world had 
crumbled, and afterwards when her only 
son was slain, fighting the Zulus single- 
handed What a story could the talisman 
tell, if it could speak, of the splendour 
and the fall of dynasties, of the clash of 
arms, of plots and conspiracies and 
women’s tears!

The Salvage of the Celtic. 


Commercial Travellers’ Review of

From Our Own CuRRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Sunday. 

The Christmas season in the South 
passed very quietly, and the weather saw 
to it that it was a stay-at-home Christmas 
for the majority of people. In the City 
of Cork and district a high wind, which 
reached gale strength in the evening, 
accompanied by an incessant downpour, 
made conditions out-of-doors extremely 
unpleasant, but, on the other hand, rather 
enhanced the enjoyment of the festive 
board and the happiness of the family 
fireside gathering. Many hundreds of 
people journeyed home from all parts of 
Great Britain and Ireland for the all too 
brief holiday. The entire absence of 
tramcars and omnibuses on Christmas Day 
was a great inconvenience, and many 
people suffered a severe ‘‘ drenching.’’ 
The weather on St. Stephen’s Day, when 
many sporting fixtures attracted big 
crowds, was quite seasonable. 

The holiday season brought its usual 
crop of accidents; but, fortunately, none 
of them proved fatal. 

One of the pleasantest features of the 
festival was the manner in which 
charitably disposed persons arranged some 
little pleasure for their less fortunate 
brethren. The day was made as happy 
as possible for the inmates of such institu- 
tions as the Cork Union and the Mental 
Hospital. A dinner was given in the 
Crawford Municipal Technical Institute 
to a hundred homeless men—real ‘‘ down 
and outs,” who were searched out by 
their hosts in all the byways of the city. 
Such a fine example of practical charity 
should inspire further efforts in the same 
direction on future occasions. é 


BUSINESS RESULTS. 


Aided by the Cork Publicity Associa- 
tion’s “ shopping carnival’’ the business 
results of the fortnight preceding 
Christmas must have been very satis- 
factory so far as Cork is concerned. The 
street decorations and lighting lent an air 
of gaiety to busy thoroughfares, and a 
steady and increasing volume of shopping 
continued up to the last minute, when 
there was the usual scramble for things 
remembered only just in time. Sums of 
money sent to their people at home by 
Munster exiles in America (estimated at 
£120,000) reached the recipients in ex- 
cellent time, and quite a respectable pro- 
portion of that money now lies to the 
credit of various firms in Cork. 

The Munster Capital was not alone in 
its enterprise in endeavouring to attract 
customers from outlying areas; for 
shopping weeks in such centres as W ater- 
ford, Clonmel, Fermoy and Tralee—to 
mention only a few—also had their 


measure of success. 
THE CELTIC. 


The fate of the Celtic, the White Star 
liner lying on the rocks at the entrance 
to Cork Harbour, proved of deep interest 
to Cork folk at sos for the holiday. 
Many braved the elements on Christmas 
Day and motored to Crosshaven or to 
Roche’s Point to see the vessel. They 
saw it under conditions almost exactly 
similar to those which prevailed” when 
the Celtic went ashore—a heavy mist 
sweeping across the harbour, while 
immense waves raised by the shrieking 
wind pounded against the doomed vessel, 
ad threatened to swallow up her mighty 
bulk. Salvage operations were at a stand- 
still, as they have been for most of the 
week owing to the bad weather and heavy 
seas, 

Much as the loss oí so fine a vessel is to 
be deplored, the task of removing the cargo 
and other salvage work, whéeh goes on 
day and night when conditions permit, 


brought a great deal of much-needed 
employment to the poor of (Queenstown. 
This work is likely to continue for several 
weeks. 


TRAVELLERS’ MEETINGS. 


One does not hear much throughout the 
twelve months in Cork of commercja] 
travellers’ associations, but the last wee, 
of the year always brings these bodies te 
the fore, the annual meetings providing 
an important section of the community 
with an opportunity of placing their view; 
before the public. During the week thres 
such meetings were held in Cork, the 
bodies’ concerned being the Cork and 
South of Ireland Travellers’ Association, 


the United Kingdom Commercial Trave}. . 


lers’ Association (Cork Branch) and the 
Irish Commercial Travellers’ Association. 
The addresses and reports at each meeting 
were largely confined to the progress of 
each body during the past year, but there 
were also some references of more genera] 
interest. 

The chairman of the second organisa 
tion mentioned, Mr. 8B. Buckworth. 
pointed out that the welfare of the city 
and the county town depended ultimately 
on the prosperity of agriculture. In this 
connection he was pleased to note the 
vastly increased volume of exports of 
agricultural produce from the port of 
Cork. The increase was very striking, 
and, even though much of the farmers’ 
business. it was to be feared, was unre- 
munerative, the larger exports were 
significant of industrial activity, and 
augured well for the future. 

Mr. J. J. Barry, who presided at the 
meeting of the Irish Commercial Travel. 
lers’ Association, commented on the 
improved tourist traffic of the past year. 
He also referred to the trade of the 
country, and remarked that, perhaps, the 
best that could be said of it was that 
things were no worse than last year. 
Cattle prices had been bad, and that had 
a tremendous effect on trade. Still, those 
competent to judge stated that there was 
nothing to prevent farmers from produc- 
ing better cattle in the course of time ; if 
was only a question of working more 
intelligently and in a better organised 


way. 
UNWANTED CATTLE. 


The question of cattle prices was given 
widespread publicity a week or two ago, 
when a statement was made at a meeting 
of the Farmers’ Union to the effect that 
it was impossible to find buyers for cattle 
in West Cork, and that some cattle were 
actually left wandering on the roads 
because keeping them had proved av 
unjustifiable expense. ee? 

A farmer living in the district expresses 
an opinion that opens up another aspect 
of the situation. He begins by denying 
the statement that matters are so bad that 
cattle are allowed to wander about the 
roads. but he agrees that more cattle have 
been left unsold in the Berehaven district 
of West Cork than in any year since the 
war. The real cause of that, in his 
opinion, is the breed of cattle. | 

The Act for improving dairy cattle in 
Theland, he says, forced on the farmers of 
the neighbourhood the Kerry breed, which 
was entirely unsuitable for many districts 
there. and hence the cattle were unsale- 
able. Before the compulsion farmers 1D 
West Cork took a keen interest in their 
cattle and procured the ‘best Shorthorn 
bulls suitable. Berehaven herds in those 
days were famous all over Ireland for 
their thriving qualities. Now the farmers 
were not allowed to keep any but Kerry 
bulls, which had produced “ scrubs” sc 
far. ‘‘No wonder that the cattle are 
unsaleable,”’ is his conclusion. 
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REPERTORY DRAMA IN 
THE FREE STATE. 


A YEAR’S PROGRESS 
REVIEWED. 


The year which end to-day has 
seen a noteworthy advance in the re- 
pertory theatre movement in the Irish Free 


State. No longer is the cultivation of the 
dramatic art confined to schools in Dublin 
and one or two other centres, but in every 
county town in the State there have sprung 
up dramatic societies which are doing admir- 
able work., It is only within the last five or 
six years that the Irish people turned their 
attention to modern Irish and English plays; 
but the advance that has been made was 
clearly demonstrated at the Tailteann Games 
held in August last, when the competition for 
dramatic art attracted entries from such 
centres as Cork, Limerick, and Dundalk, as 
well as from the City of Dublin. The com- 
petitors all were amateurs, and their acting 
was of such a character as to extract from 
the adjudicator, Mr. Nugent Monck, a repre- 
sentative of the Little Theatre movement in 
England, the statement that “the acting 
material he had seen was really wonderful— 
more so than anything he had seen in Eng- 
land.” It had convinced him, he said, “' that 
acting is second nature to the Irish,’’ and he 
was “ overjoyed that it is being cultivated 
ag the right lines.” The premier award 
in the competition was won by the Dundalk 
players, while the Societies from Cork and 
imerick won high praise. 

In Dublin the interest that is taken in the 
art is increasing. The year 1928 has been the 
most successful in the history of the Abbey 
Theatre from the “ box office’’ point of view. 
[In pursuance of its policy the theatre has 
produced a number of new plays, amongst 
which were Brinsley Macnamara’s “The 
Master,” T. C. Murray’s “Blind Wolf.”’ 
one-act play, ‘‘ Before Midnight.’’ By Gerald 
Brosnan; ‘‘ Full Measure,” by Kathleen 
0 Brennan, and “ Far Off Hills,” by Lennox 
Robinson. In addition, the Abbey Theatre 
Company presented Ibsen’s ‘John Gabriel 
Borkman,”’ Shaw’s ‘‘ The Doctor’s Dilemma.” 
Goldsmith’s ‘‘She Stoops to Conquer,”’ and 
made a new departure by presenting Shakes. 
peare s '' King Lear.” e company played 
a three-weeks’ season in Cork, as they have 
done for some years past; an interesting in 
novensen was a season in Belfast. where they 
played for a week to large audiences, George's 
Shiel’s ‘* Professor Tim ” and Sean O’Casev’s 
Juno and the Payeock.’’ 

While the Abbey Theatre Company has 
had such excellent success, it is gratifying to 
know that satisfactory progress can be re- 
ported of the two auxiliary branches 
of the company, if one may so term 
the Abbey Theatre School of Ballet 
and the Abbey Theatre School of Acting. 
Che idea of an Abbey Schoo! of Ballet origi- 
nated with Mr. W.” B. Yeats, following a 
visit to Cambridge where he saw ballet per- 
formed under Madamoiselle de Valois. The 
aim of the schoo] is to establish a centre in 
Dublin for the training of dancers for the 
theatre in both classical and modern ballet, 
and it is hoped in time to have the art of 
the ballet a recognised part of the general 
scheme of productions at the Abbey Theatre. 
Between twenty and thirty pupils are in 
training, and already they have given public 
performances, including the presentation of 
the Irish ballet ‘‘ The Faun,” composed by 
Mr. Harold R. White, which won the rize 
of £50 offered by the directors of the Abbey 
Theatre. : 


A SCHOOL OF ACTING. 


The School of Acting is rhaps 
interesting still. Here Ban a a PR 
of following the dramatic art seriously can 
enter classes and graduate. A matter from 
which the Abbey Theatre suffered to some ex- 
tent in the past was that: people applied for 
small walking on parts, and afterwards 
described themselves. particularly outside Ire- 
land, as “ late of the Abbey eatre.” To 
prevent that abusa it is now intended that 
those who later on take parts in the No. 1 
Company shall have graduat@d through the 
school and taken their certificates—though the 
school is not intended for the Abhey C ompany 
alone, Pupils have to pass through a junior 


I Os. a 


class. and take an examination befofe enter 
ing the senior class, from which they go or 
to a finishing class, before they are given 4 
chance to appear with the Abbey Company. 
Started in October, 1927, the school has made 
considerable progress, and in November last 
the pupils gave a public performance of 
Quintero’s “ Women have their Way ” at the 
Abbey Theatre. Some very promising pupils 
were seen on that occasion, and there wil] be 
further opportunity to appraise their worth 
when, at the end of the coming term, the 
school runs a six weeks’ season of their own. 
A society which to a certain extent can be 
regarded as allied to the Abbey Theatre 
Company, in so far as it has called on mem 
hers of the Company in its productions, ts the 
Dublin Drama League. Composed of a num- 
ber of keen enthusiasts, it has been respon- 
sible for the production of many plays by 
continental - playwrights which otherwise 
would not have been seen in Dublin. Its 
productions, as a rule, were staged on Sun- 
day nights, and to these in large measure is 
due the popularity of the “ Abbey Sunday 
nights.” The season ran from September to 
April o May, but the programme ‘was not 
restarted this autumn in view of the esta! 
lishment of yet another very interesting 
societvy—the Dublin Gate Theatre. The fear 
naturally was felt that there might not | 
room for two such societies, but events have 
proved otherwise, and the Dublin Drama 
League will start its activities again early in 
the new vear. a 
The Dublin Gate Theatre movement, which 
is to some extent a branch of the T.ondon 
Gate Theatre movement. was established in 
September last, with headquarters at the 
Peacock Theatre, Dublin, with the object of 
producing modern and progressive plays, the 
work of authors from other countries in 
Europe. By arrangement, the directors were 
able to secure from the Gate Theatre, Lon- 
don, plays not otherwise available. The 
theatre is established on a subscription basis, 
and there are several hundred members. 
Starting in October last, the theatre has com- 
pleted a successful half season, during which 
there were produced I[bs« ns *‘ Peer Gynt,” 
Eugene O’Neill’s ‘* Hairy Ape,”’ MacLiam 
moir’s English version of ' Diarmuid and 
Grainne,” and Oscar Wilde’s “ Salome,’’ the 
last-named being produced publicly for the 


first time in these countries, 


é A CONTROVERSY. 

Quite the most interesting happening in the 
repertory theatre world of the Irish Free 
State was the refusal by the Abbey directors 
to accept Sean O’Casey’s new play, ‘* The 
Silver Tassie.” It gave rise to a very lively 
correspondence, but the play was not pro 
duced. 

It would not be right to com lude a review 
of the year’s activities in the dramatic life 
of Dublin, and of the happenings at the 
Abbey Theatre, without reference to the 
marked success which attended the three 
weeks season cf productions by the Anew 
McMaster “Intimate ' Shakespearean Com- 
pany—a group of plavers who have been 
touring the country for the past three or four 
years, and who must have contributed enor- 
mously by their example to the fostering o 
that love of the dramatic art which is now 
everywhere so evident through the Irish Free 
State. Besides plays of Shakespeare, the con 
pany produced others of special interest, the 
revival of ‘‘ A School for Scandal” giving

fn attempting to gauge the probable course 
if Stock Exchange securities in 1929 one js 
driven to the conclusion that very much will 
depend upon New York. America is so im- 
yrtant a factor in our market now that it 
seems almost useless to discuss the effect of a 
reduction in the Bank rate early in the new 
year, supposing that came about, except as 
regards the influence of. such a movement 
»pon the sentiment of speculaters. American 
capitalists are now very largely interested in 
our securities, and an increase of this interest 
will mean that values will be appraised, not 
uirinsic merits, but upon the probable 
to which American purchases are likely 
io carry prices—in other words, what New 
York is prepared to pay. 


FORD MOTORS. 


Take, for example, Ford Motor shares. The 
business in England may prove to be so 
successful that the present quotation will be 
justified, but many operators on this side 
have, at least, a doubt upon the point, 
and, in any case, a long period must elapse 

fore the matter is proved. Ninety shillings 

; a ig price to pay for a 10s. paid share 
cannot possibly pay dividends for a 
ponsiderable time to come. As is wéll known, 
ihe price has been carried to this substantial 
premium entirely on New York buying, and 
ihe great rise cannot be wholly attributed to 
a bear position in Wall street. Speculators 
there have chosen the share as a good medium 
‘or their operations, and, so far, they have 
been justified. It may be different when and 
‘ they decide to sell. 


INFLUENCE OF AMERICA, 


‘Jt seems ‘likely, therefore, that the valua- 
tion of some shares will be based not on 
dividend-earning capacity, present or future, 
but upon what America is likely to 
them. This is not altogether satisfactory, 
ior at some future time America may decides 
to get rid of a certain share, and in that 
event the price might fall so sharply as to 
lead to trouble on this side. Another ansatis- 
factory aspect of the business is the tendency 
joy Valuations generally to be based on what 
is really a false oval Most of the shares 
which have been lifted by American purchases 
now stand at a price giving an exceedingly 
mall yield, or no yield at all If this feature 
became much more neral, as a result of 
speculation either by the American or English 
public, it would mean that, broadly speaking, 
values were inflated. There is only one end 
to inflatiqn, whether it relates to a note 
issue or to Stock Exchange securities. Ulti- 
mately prices must descend to their true 
level, a process that may bring widespread 
losses. Evidently, however, London must be 
prepared for a continuation of American 
buying of Enghsh securities, and it can only 
be hoped that the public here will not he 
misled as to the real significance of the

AN INFLATIONARY TENDENCY.

STRENGTH OF 
SECURITIES. 


Taking a broad view of the outlook for 
markets in the new year, and ignoring for the 
moment the influence of America, the disposi- 
tion is to look for a continuance of activity, 
with the trend of prices in favour of holders. 
This ‘view is undoubtedly encouraged by the 
Fá Mh Br in Gil ed Stocks towards the 
end of 1928, because that movement was in 
face of some adverse circumstances—in par- 
ticular, the heavy loss of gold, and the much 
weaker position of the Rank of England. 
Nobody, however, appears to consider the 
possibility of a rise in the official value of 
money as a result of this weaker position, and 
& Teassuring circumstance is the sharp move- 
ment in our favour lately in the principal 
foreign exchanges, particularly hess of 
America and ny. This movement seems 
to point to the end of the gold ex , in 
which case the positign of the bank should 
gradually improve, thus inducing a hope, if 
not belief, in a period of cheaper money. A 
general reduction in interest rates, which 
would follow a fall in the Bank rate, would 
lead to a further improvement in Gilt-edged 
securities, and would probably give a fresh 
stimulus to speculation. 


THE BULLISH TEMPERAMENT. 


What has to be reckoned with is a condi- 
tion of optimism. In America there are 
sound reasons for this, while on this side 
it is hoped that the future will see a real 
recovery in trade. Failing dearer money or 
some adverse development which cannot be 
visualised at present, the prevalent disposi- 
tion is to ex @ continuance of good 
markets generally. Prices cannot rise in- 
definitely, but when speculators have done 
well in certain directions they are likely to 
turnytheir attention to others, and especially 
to rtments of the House which have been 
depressed at a time when other sections were 
booming. It would seem, therefore, that if 
the bullishness continues we may see it ex- 
gs in two sections where the present 
evel oí prices gives scope for a recovery— 
those for Home Rails and Rubber Shares. 
As to the former, much will depend upon 
the character of the dividends for the second 
half of 1928. and any indication these may 
afford of ability to reduce working 
expenses. If the dividends prove to be fairly 
satisfactory, it is likely to create the impres- 
sion that the worst of the depression has 
been witnessed, and that future results will 
mark a turning point. Something similar 
will probably be witnessed in Rubber Shares, 
and in both sections prices may enjoy an 
appreciable recovery, not because the gra 
has really improved, but simp! ecause 
values have fallen so much from the highest 
of recent years.

THE OUTLOOK. 

A continuance of activity in Industrials 
during 1929 is to be expected, though the 
course of the market must depend upon a 
number of gactors which are at present uncer- 
tain. As a result of the Industrial boom of 
1928 and the great publicity given to Stock 
Exchange dealings a very wide circle of in- 
vestors has become interested. The number of 
new Industrial undertakings has increased 
very greatly, and will contimue to grow as 
fresh inventions and new processes require 
capital for their exploitation. At the same 
time the progress made by companies of re- 
cent origin will be followed very keenly. If a 
large De pe of these fail to “make good” 
the effect will naturally be to discourage 
further adventures of a similar kind (says 
The Sunday Times). A more optimistic feel- 
ing prevails regarding the basic industries 
of the country, máil use of pro- 
gress that has been made towards reducing 
overhead costs by suitable amalgamations. 
Some assistance is also hoped for in conse- 
quence of the Government s derating plans, 
while the extension of the principle of safe- 
guarding may provide temporary aid in spe- 
cial cases where Continental competition is 
most severe. Owing to the heavy gold drain 
in recent weeks no very confident view can 
be taken of the money outlook, though it may 
reasonably be expected that conditions will 
begin to improve soon after the turn of the 
year. Progress has been made in the direction 
of providing for maturing National Debt, but 
the question of the £2,000,000,000 of War 
Loan 5 per Cent. Stock, which the Govern- 
ment has the option to repay during 1929, has 
yet to be settled. On the whole the national 
credit is still rising, and a renewal of the 
advance in British Government Securities 
may be looked for. Although the dividend 
announcements in respect of the past half- 
= are awaited with anxiety in view of the 
veavy falling-off in gross earnings, a more 
hopeful view is now taken of the future of 
the Home Railway market. It is expected 
that the companies will utilise their road 
powers to make agreements with the more 
important ‘road transport services for the 
interchange of traffic. The extension of cheap 
fare facilities and the abolition of restrictions 
on the use of cheap tickets should bring back 
revenue that has been temporarily lost to the 
motor coaches. But in the main the railways 
must rely upon a recovery in general trade 
for increased traffic and larger profits. Argen- 
tine crop news is favourable, and another 
prosperous year seems to be in store for the 
railways of that country, especially as they 
are affected only to a minor extent by road 
motor competition. Apart from the trouble 
in Afghanistan, the Foreign political outlook 
appears satisfactory. The position in China 
is materially better than at this time last 
year, and Chinese loans are gradually retarn- 
ing to favour, though there is much to be 
accomplished before they achieve their former 
status as investments. 


WHY GILT-EDGED SECURITIES ARE 
STRONG. . 

An authoritative view of the present posi- 
tion of Gilt-edged securities was given to a 
representative of The Ubserver in the course 
of an interview. The attention of the speaker 
was drawn to the quotation of 102+ for the 
Five per cent.

Prospects of Irish Trade. 


‘Men of commerce and industry in these 
islands will make the final balance of 
their books for the year 1928 with sober 
satisfaction. -The commercial prospect is 
less bleak than it was a year ago. In both 
the Irish Free State and Northern Ireland 
encouraging trade reports have been 
published. The adverse trade balance of 
the Free State for the twelve months 
ended. in November, 1928, as compared 
with the twelve months ending November, 
1927, has been reduced from £16,522,000 
to £12,469,000, or by virtually 25 pér cent. 
For this happy tendency towards 
national solvency the growth of the 
export trade to Great Britain is chiefly 
responsible. Trade under this head in- 
creased during the first eleven months of 
this year by about £2,000,000. Exports 
to Northern Ireland also increased. On 
the other hand, trade with other countries 
declined—in exports slightly, but in 
imports by about half a million pounds. 
In effect, the Free State is learning to 
balance her books by ‘the sénsible policy 
of cultivating the market at her doors and 
of reducing her consumption of goods from 


‘lands oversea. After Great Britain the 


United States of America are the largest 
exporters to Ireland, with the Argentine 
in the third place and Canada in the 
fourth. It is somewhat strange that a land 
such as Ireland should expend £2,645,000 
per annum on imports from the Argen- 
tine Republic—Ireland’s rival in the pro- 
duction of meat, It.is yet stranger that 
the Free State’s imports of butter should 
be increasing. ‘ 

The trade news from Northern Ireland 
is good. Her principal ship yards are 
busy, and more men are employed than 
at any time since 1920. Messrs. Work- 
man, Clark and Company have many big 
contracts in hands, and Messrs. Harland 
and Wolff are occupied -in the building 
of the world’s .largest’ Ship—an under- 
taking which involves a bigger turn- 
over of money than the Shannon 
hydro-electric power. scheme. On_ the 
other hand, Ulster’s second great in- 
dustry, the manufacture of linen cloth 
and linen goods, continues to languish. 
‘During the first eleven months of this 
year linen exports were 10 per cent.

Ireland's economic fortunes are bound up 
with those of her greater neighbour. The 
upward turn. in Northern and Southern 
| trade never could have come about but for 
a happier turn in the affairs of England. 
}In.a survey of British trade prospects 
at the year's end the Trade Correspondent 
of The Times says that the increase in 
exports during 1928—‘‘to which most 
British industries contributed in varying 
degree’’—is ‘‘confidently expected in 
1929, in view of the brighter conditions 
abroad, especially in Canada, India and 
the Far East.” Particularly cheering is a 
considerable increase in coal shipments 
during December. Orders in hand ensure 
a favourable beginning for the mines in 
the new year, Of all English industries, 
that of coal-mining has - suffered most 
severely by the new world conditions, and 
an upward tendency in coal exports is the 
luckiest of omens, In the iron and steel 
industries an accumulation of orders is 
expected to be placed immediately. During 
1928 the manufacture of table cutlery was 
larger than ever before. The manufacture 


| of boots and shoes during 1928 has been 


somewhat unsatisfactory, and orders for 
the spring trade are slow in appearing. 
There is, however, “an improved tone in 
the trade which promises better things in 
the new year.” Lancashire’s great cotton 
industry has suffered during recent years 
as the result ofthe disturbances in China; 
but something of a transformation has 
been wrought by the coming of Chinese 
peace, During the Jast two months more 
cotton products have been sold to China 
than in any similar period for many years, 
‘‘and fresh business is coming forward 
almost daily.” So much machipery has 
been re-started that there is a tendency to 
produce an excess of yarn. Prices of 
artificial silk yarns have been reduced, 
and “a much improved demand is re- 
ported for artificial silk fabrics, 
particularly for export.’* These are good 
tidings for England, and Ireland stands 
to be the first gainer by the increased 
spending power of the English wage- 
earners.

Britain and Russia. 


It is expected that Britain’s new 
treaty with the Nationalist Government 
of China will give an important stimulus to 
Anglo-Chinese trade, Diplomatic relations 
between the two countries are now con- 
fident and cordial; China is a traditional 
market for British trade, and her long 
wars must entail a yast amount of re- 
constructive work. Thus there is good 
hope that in the next few years British 
trade not only will recover its losses in 
China, but will make new and large 
advances. We need not doubt that 
Lancashire and Yorkshire, to which recent 
adversity has taught meny things, will be 
quick to seize every chance in the Far 
East. There are signs also that another 
market, once wide and profitable, may be 
reopened to British 'trade—perhaps, 
within the course of the coming year. In 
a speech last Saturday, at Moscow, Stalin, 
the virtual dictator of the Soviet Govern- 
issued a direct overture to Great 
He declared that, despite 
obstruction, his efforts to 
‘‘ rationalise Communism’ were making

At the same 
metting of the Central Executive Com- 
mittee the Commissary of Finance 
admitted that “a cursory inspection ” of 
the national treasury proved the need of 
better relations with Western Europe. The 
truth seems to be that the party of com- 
parative sanity is beginning to take 
definite charge of Russian affairs. 
Orthodox Bolshevism preaches the doctrine 
of world revolution—in effect, that all 
good Communists must maintain relentless 
war on all non-Communist States. It 
preaches also that rural interests must be 
subordinated to the industrial civilisation 
of the towns. Before his death Lenin had 
begun to modify this policy, and to-day 
Trotsky, its ablest and most uncompromis- 
ing apostle, is in exile. Stalin is develop- 
ing Lehin’s later views. He recognises 
that a Russia which is at war with the 
world never can become self-supporting, 
and that the help of foreign capital is an 
essential condition of national progress. 
He recognises also that an industrial 
civilisation cannot be imposed on a com- 
munity whose basis is agriculture, and 
that the native capitalism which draws its 
strength from twenty-five million small 
farms never can be abolished. In effect, 
Stalin is learning from experience and is 
adjusting his policy to realities. Hitherto 
Britain, however anxious for trade, has 
been unable to do business with a Govern- 
ment which was hostis humani generis— 
which plotted against British interests in 
all parts of the world, including England, 
and admitted no obligations of commercial 
honour. If Stalin’s conversion is genuine, 
if he can enforce his will and can give 
substantial guarantees of honest dealing, 
Britain will respond not only readily, but 
gladly, to his overtures for a revival of 
Anglo-Russian trade.

‘The Year's Books, 


According to the Publisher’s Circular, 
no less than 14,399 books and pamphlets 
were published in the British Islands 
during 1928. Since 1922 there has been a 


| steady increase in the number oí publica- 
| tions issued every year—with the excep- 


tion of 1926, the year of the general strike. 
Reading, as an amusement, still holds its 
own, An imménse majority of the new 
books of 1928 can have no serious value. 
After a little time they will go the way of 
all books; and will be found only on the 
shelves of the British Museum; but for 


ithe time being they have competed suc- 
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| but it is a reassuring 


book out of every four in 1928 was a novel, 
that the number 
of new novels was less than the number of 
reprints. The taste of the reading public 
is not wholly bad. In some respects, 
indeed, it is:more trustworthy than that 
of “high-brow ” critics; for, in spite of 
ebb and flow in literary fashions; the 
greater English novelists—Dickens, Scott 
and Thackeray—never have ceased to be 
“best sellers.” Popularity of works of 
biography was another interesting feature 
of the publishing. . season. | 
popular biographical studies of the past 
few years differ very much in method and 
style from the old-fashioned ‘‘ Life and 


Letters” in two ponderous volumes. Wit 


and imagination are brought into play. If 
the biographer does not possess these 
qualities, he citen attempts to supply 
their place by rudeness and by contempt 
of all decent reticence. The characters of 
famous and venerated men and women are 
besmirched to provide a suburban holiday, 
and industrious attempts are made to 
whitewash the black sheep of history. 
In the hands of able and conscientious 
writers, however, the new style of 
biography is an important literary de- 
velopment. There was a considerable 
decline in the number of this year’s. books 
of poetry. No contemporary English poet 
can boast of being a “best seller,”’ as were 
Byron and Tennyson. The days have 
gone when a man even might make a fair 
competence—as Mr. Robert Montgomery 
made it—by the writing of bad verse. 


Volcanoes in Harness. 


It. is comforting to find that volcanoes 
may be useful as well as terrible. A 
modern traveller has recorded an im- 
pression in the South Seas which was more 
novel than the customary descriptions of 
coral reefs and idyllic strands. On one of 
the more thickly populated islands he 
found a business man who had built his 
office on a volcano, and was able to use the 
volcano, by means of an. ingenious 
apparatus, as a substitute for central heat- 
ing. This is not. an isolated instance of 
the utilisation of ‘‘ voleano power.” >A 
writer in The Manchester Guardian gives 
particulars of similar enterprise on a more 
extensive scale. At Larderello, in Tuscany, 
a: considerable electric power plant 
is in operation, which is Worked by steam 
issuing from volcanic.springs. There are 
three turbines of 3,300 horse-power apiece. 
‘A part of the current is used in the 
district; another part is ‘‘fed’’ into the 
large electric power systems that supply 
Central Italy.. The success of this scheme 
‘naturally leads to an inquiry whether 
the greater volcanic regions of the world— 
Southern Italy, South America, Japan 
and others—cannot be harnessed to the 
service of man by some bold and ingenious 
pioneer. We imagine that the best-laid 
schemes of this kind would be destroyed 
by an eruption such as that which 
occurred at Etna a short time ago. It 
may be possible to work the power 
machinery from a considerable distance, 
but the moods of volcanoes are incalculable 
and level-headed people will hesitate to 
invest money in them. Modern engineer- 
ing may harness tides and winds, but the 
fact remains that Neptune, A®Zolus and 
Vulcan are tricky customers. -An affront 
that is accepted by a minor volcano in the 
South Seas might throw Stromboli or 
Vesuvius into a towering rage.

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OBITUARY. 


MR. GEORGE N. OULTON, K.C. 


We regret to record the death of Mr. 


George Nugent Oulton, K.C., which occurred 


suddenly at his residence, 19 Upper Mount 
street, Dublin, on the morning of Sunday, the 
With inst. He was in his eighty-first year, 
and was one of the oldest members of 
the legal profession. 

Mr. Oulton was the second son of the Rev. 
Richard Oulton, a former Rector of Keady, 
Co. Armagh. Educated at Dungannon Roya! 
School, he entered Trinity College as a Joyal! 
Scholar, and, after a distinguished career 
there, in which he won numerous honours 
and prizes, including a Scholarship and 
Moderatorship in Classics, graduated in the 
year 1870.” ' Called to the Bar in 1873, he 
an the ‘North-East Circuit, and was: not 
ong in acquiring an extensive practice,- prin- 
cipally confining himself to Chancery and 
convevancing work... He was a recognised 
authority on questions of equity and real pro- 
perty law, on which his advice was widely 
sought. His ability as a conveyancer was 
recognised by the late Sir Andfew Porter, 
Master of the Rolls, who appointed him 
conveyancing counsel to his Court—a positiou 
which Mr. Qulton held without interruption 
until the day of his death. He was called 
to the Inner Bar in the year 1904, and became 
a Bencher of King’s Inns in 1916.. A man 
of shy and reserved disposition, he never 
sought that promotion to which, perhaps, his 
long experience and abilities entitled him. 
He was always ready with his advice and 
‘counsel to help any of his legal comrades 
who might find themselves confronted with 
some knotty problem of title, and his pre- 
sence at the Law Library will be much 
missed. 

Mr. Qulton belonged to the Church cf 
Ireland, and for over forty years was inti- 
mately connected with St. Stephen’s Parish, 
being a valued member of its Select Vestry 
for many years as well as Parochial Nomina- 
tor. He was also one of the Senior Governors 
of Charles Shiels Institution, in which he 
took a very deep interest. 

We tender our sympathy to the widow, two 
sons and two daughters, who survive him. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Oulton’s 
eldest son, the Rev. R. Arthur Oulton, that 
well-beloved and brilliant musician, perished, 
with his wife and only child, in the influenza 
scourge of the winter of 1918.

No little alarm was caused yesterday by 
the statement in a morning newspaper 
that the King had periods of unconscious. 
ness, rather. suggesting that his position 
at. the. moment was more: serious than 

le realised. It is true that there have 
periods when the invalid was uncon. 
scious, and the fact is certainly not sur. 
prising in the circumstances attendant 
u an illness of so dangerous a 
tRasteler ; but these periods were some 
days ago before the improvenient had com 
menced. I understand that the delay in 
recovery is caused by the wound, which is 
giving the doctors great trouble, owing to 
the poisoned condition of the blood. At 
the same time, there is no reason why the 
atient should not overcome the infection. 
The bulletins, during the week-end have 
not been pessimistic, and, following upon 
that of to-night, with its. intimation that 
the King has had a quiet day, hope 
revives once again. 
Dakin's Solution. 

Great interest was manifested yesterday 
in the arrival from the United States of a 
consignment of Dakin’s solution; for its 
name revived war memories to many 
thousands of men who, suffering from 
wounds, were saved by the use of the 
fluid. The solution, of which bleaching 
powder is the basis, is one requiring the 
most careful préparation, and it has to be 
freshly made and then kept in the dark. 
When the fluid comes into contact with 
the tissues free chlorine gas is liberated. 
This is a. most powerful  germicide. 
destroying the. bacteria and, at the same 
time, providing a thorough drainage. The 
solution is not exclusive to the United 
States, but it is made there by an elec- 
trical process. 


A Quiet Season. 


The little season in London, which at 
one time promised to be very gay, has 
quite fizzled out owing to the illness of 
the King, and there is scarcely any 
private entertaining taking place. The 
célebrations at the hotels and restaurants 
on New Year's Eve will take the place of 
a number of parties which would have 
been given in ordinary circumstan.s, but 
the proceedings will be of a more subdued 
character than usual. People are taking 
the course of events at Buckingham 
Palace: much too seriously to conduct 
themselves in the rather excitable manner 
usually common to new year celebrations. 


Political Prospects. 


The new year is at hand, and the 
general election is not remote; but the 
three great political parties still keep 
their election programmes a secret, and it 
is thought that there will be no platforms 
until the election is really opened. At 
the moment nobody seems to have an idea 
what will form the outstanding planks, 
and the advantage lies with the Conserva 
tives, who will be able to point to what 
they have done in the past as a guarantee 
of what they will.do in the future. Talk- 
ing yesterday to a party organiser on this 
point, I was reminded that it was better 
to wait until the right moment and then 
go to the country with a good cry, which 
would take the other parties by surprise, 
rather than enter the lists with sométhing 
that had become hackneyed and. time- 
honoured. 


The Empire's Live Stock. 


The Empire Marketing Board is pre- 
paring to contribute to schemes for assist- 
ing the passage overseas of pedigree 
animals from the United Kingdom, with 
the idea that the home bfeeder may be 
enabled to export his pedigree stock more 
regularly and in greater numbers than has 
of late years been possible. There is a 
constant demand from all parts of the 
Empire for fresh blood to maintain flocks 
and herds and to enable fresh pastures to 
be put.under stock. . The new quarantine 
station in the Port of London was designed 
to secure that the pedigree stock may pass 
freely to countries overseas when the 
presence of disease here might otherwise 
prevent the export of pedigree animals 
It is proving effective. 


Fear of Floods. 


Deep interest has been shown in the 
high tides of the Thames during the week 
end. Crowds of people have gathered in 
the vicinity of the scene of the disastrous 
floods that occurred last January, when 
twenty persons were drowned. At several 
places the water has been actually above 
the road level, but the new defences have 
withstood the strain placed upon them. 
From Westminster Bridge at-high tide 
this afternoon the Speaker's lawn adjoin- 
ing Big Ben appeared to be well below 
the level of the water. The height of the 
water is constantly observed by officials 
from the Office of Works. and the West- 
minster City Couneil and police launches 
are patrolling the river in order that early 
warning may be given should the danger 
of flooding arise. 


The Schneider Trophy. 


Italy and France have entered machines 
for the Schneider Trophy Race, which 
will be flown over the Solent in the 
autumn, but there will be some uw!

The Army. 


A notable improvement in the educa- 
tional standard of the British Army is 
shown bv the results of recent examina-: 
tions. At the last examimation the pe 
centage of certificates gained was fifty-six 
per cent. compared with fifty-two per cent. 
on the previous occcasion, and the 
examiners report that the pavers showel 
a marked advance. THere are now 13,792 
warrant officers, non-commissioned ofhcers 
and men with first class or special certif 
cates, including 628 holders of the special 
grade, which is equivalent to matricula 
tion standard.

LIFEBOAT NEABLY 
SWAMPED. 


While a north-east gale was at its height 
last night the crew of the Dutch steam 
trawler Elnet, of Ymuiden, which went 
aground on Lowestoft north beach, were 
rescued by the new rocket - life-saving 
apparatus with which the coastguard has 
been recently equipped. 

The vessel, the skipper of which is 
Cornelis Gravenmaker, was making for 


Lowestoft with fish for Monday’s market,¢ 


when, during the gale which sprang up 
on Saturday night, the steerirg gear broke 
and the trawler became unmanageable. 


LIFEBOAT CALLED OUT. 


Realising that they were in great danger, 
the skipper whistled repeatedly for assist- 
ance, and the motor lifeboat Agnes Cross 
went out. 

Several times the coxswain attempted to 
approach the trawler, but the lifeboat was 
nearly swamped by the heavy seas, An 
effort was then made to reach the vessel 
from the shore side, and the lifeboat ran 
grave risk of being dashed on to the 


beach. 
CREW TAKEN OFF. 


Meanwhile the coastguards went down, 
and, although huge seas were breaking 
over the vessel and on to the shore, the 
crew of eleven were brought safely to land 
in the breeches buoy. 

All of the crew suffered from the effects 
of immersion, but were brought round in 
the coastguards’ watch-house. Ay doctor 
who was called ordered one of the men to 
bed at the Sailors’ Home. 

From the time that the trawler’s whistle 
sounded till.the last man was landed only 
ifty mimutes elapsed.

It is now stated, though not officially, that 
furnels, lifeboats, and part of the top struc- 
ture of tthe White Star liner Celtic, which 
is now lying stranded at the entrance to 
Cork. Harbour, are obstructing the view of 
the port lighthouse on the part of masters 
of steamers approaching the harbour’s en- 
trance from the westward. Steps are, it is 
understood, to be taken to have these parts 
of the liner removed. 

Except for the interruptions caused by 
occasional storms, the work of discharging 
the cargo has been carried on for the past 
two weeks. Most of the valuable part of 
the cargo in the forward holds has been dis- 
charged, and work has commenced on the 
portion. stowed aft. , Coasters are at times 
unable to remain alongside the liner, owing 
to the weather, and to overcome this diffi- 
culty three local craft of smaller tonnage 
have been hired. — These vessels are first 
loaded from the liner and then tie up to the 
coasters, into which their cargoes are trans- 
ferred for transhipment to Liverpool. 

Recent storms and ground swells have sub- 
jected the stranded liner to severe buffetings, 
resulting in an extension of the damage both 
to her outside plating and the lower deck in- 
ferior, as well as causing a slight increase in

LORD BEAVERBROOK’S 
ESCAPE. 


In gratitude for his “good fortune”’ in 
connection with a motor accident, when 
his car came into collision with a motor 
lorry at Surbiton early on Friday last, 
Lord -Beaverbrook proposes to distribute 
£25,000. to various persons and objects, 
and has asked the Prime Minister to 
allocate the gift. : 

In a letter to Mr. Baldwin dated 
Sunday, Lord Beaverbrook says :— 

“ My associates and I have had a‘narrow 
escape in a motor accident at Surbiton. 
I propose to distribute £25,000 to various 
persons and objects in gratitude for our 
good fortune. I have given about £1,200 
to the individuals who were concerned in 
looking after my associates and me when 
the accident occurred. This. includes 
£1,000 to the St. Mary's Hospital Medical 
School Rebuilding Fund. 1 intend to 
offer £1,000 to the hospital at Surbiton, 
where assistance was rendered .to my 
colleagues. The balance is at your dis- 
posal for distribution to. the objects you 
select if you will do me the honour to 
dsicharge the task. I express a preference 
for education and, in the circumstances, 
medical education.”’

THROWN BY HIS HORSE. 

Mr. W. M.° Wroughton, of Creaton 
Lodge; Northampton, and Clarehaven, 
Melton Mowbray, a former Master of the 
Woodland Pytchley Hunt, was thrown and 
killed while hunting on Saturday last with 
the Belvoir Hounds, from Colston Bassett. 

The Prince of Wales was one of the 
field, but did not see the accident. 

The pack found their fox in Kaye 
Wood, and shortly after the start of the 
first gallop Mr. Wroughton was thrown 
heavily at a fence. The horse fell and 
rolled over its rider. Brigadier-General 
Sir Edward Le Marchant, who was riding 
close by, at once went to the aid of Mr. 
Wroughton, but found him dead fróm a 
dislocation’ of the neck. The body. was 
removed’ to the Martin’s Arms, Colton 
Bassett. 

The news of the accident did not reach 
the joint Masters and the Hunt staff until 
after the conclusion of the run, and then 
the hounds were at once sent home..

- He was 
Master of the Pvtchley from 1894 to 1902 
and of the Woodland Pytchley from 1903 
to 1908. For a number of- years he has 
hunted with the Leicestershire packs from 
Melton Mowbray. In spite of his ad- 
vanced age he was a bold and fearless 
rider and a first-rate man fo hounds. He 
followed Lord Spencer in the mastership 
of the Woodland .Pytchley. 

In the “Hunting and. Sporting 
Reminiscences of H. W. Selby-Lowndes, 
M.F.H..’” the editor, Mr. J. Fairfax- 
Blakeborough, says :— 

“Mr. Wroughton took over the hounds 
just béfore Goodall (huntsman under Lord 
Spencer) gave up, and Cantain Steed sup- 
plied Mr. Wroughton with horses. Mr. 
Wrougliton treated the country well; and 
his. generosity was not half appreciated. 
To mount the establishment of the 
Pytchley Hunt cost’ a Master between 
£4.000 and £5,000.”’

GERMAN WOMAN INJURED.

NEW DELHI, Saturday. 

The snow having cleared away some- 
what, a further evacuation will be 
attempted by Royal Air Force ‘planes to- 
day. Two Victoria Vickers troop-carrying 
‘planes are at present engaged in the 
rescue work, and it, is probable that a 
third may be utilised later on. No Jess 
than 68 women and children have already 
been brought to safety in the three 
evacuations that have so far been possible. 
Only one accident has been reported. 
Frau Beitz, the bride of a German 
engineer, who had just recently arrived in 
Kabul, although repeatedly warned, in- 


sisted on inspecting her luggage in the 


rack of the ‘plane in which she was 
ibout to travel. She got in the way of 
the propeller and was knocked over and 
seriously injured. She is reported to be 
still unconscious, although there is hope 
of ber recovery. The propeller was also 
damaged, but it was possible to replace it 
with one from the machine which was 
damaged some days aco. 

The British amnthorities gratefully 
acknowledge the valuable assistance re- 
ceived throughout from the Royal Afghan 
Air Force.

AFGHAN LEGATION’S 
STATEMENT. 
—— - bé —- 
“ NORMAL CONDITIONS IN A 
FEW DAYS.” 

The Afghan Legation in London, in a 
statement on Saturday, said :— 

sriefly, the general situation in 
\f{ghanistan has, during the past few 
days, greatly improved, and the Govern- 
ment expects that normal conditions will 
be restored throughout the country in the 
course of the next few days. 

According to the latest telegrams re- 
ceived the rebels in the northern province 
of Afghanistan are in full flight before the 
concentrated attack and advance of the 
Government forces, aided by a tillery and 
acroplanes, which have caused much havoe 
among the rebel forces. It is expected 
that the rebels will shortly sue for peace, 
as thev have been completely defeated. 

In the eastern province of Jalalabad the 
Government are receiving the valuable 
assistance of the important tribe. the 
Moehmands, who have, on several occasions 
auite recentiv, fouceht on the side cof the 
Government against the Shinwaris 
Another important tribe, the Khugyvanis, 
have already made their snbmission to the 
Afghan Government, which is now, on 
account of its recent victorv over the Shin- 
waris, in a position to dictate terms to 
the rebel forces in the eastern province. 

The Afghan Government has been con- 
sistently trying by peaceful measures to 
reconcile the rebels, who have been misled 
by certain interested people. The genera) 
situation at Kabul is normal and peaceful 
activities have been resumed. The 
Afghan Government hopes that in a very 
short time general order will be restored 
in the eastern province.

new chairman has been instrumental in secu:- 
ing a number of orders, with the result that 
activity bas returned not only to the north 
yard but also to. the south yard, on the other 
side the river, and to the great engine 
works on the Queen’s road. 

The first order received by the new firm 
was from the Belfast Corporation for a small 
sludge steamer, and since then the following 
orders have been booked:—A 20,000-ton 
whaling factory for «(ey owners, a 
motor ship for Alfred Holt and Co., a 
steamer for the Ellerman Lines, and four 
steamers and four motor ships for Messrs. 
Andrew Weir and Có. All these orders were 
secured in face of keen competition, largely 
through the assistance afforded by the Loans 
Guarantee Act of the Northern Parliament, 
which guaranteed loans to ship-owners, and 
enabled them to place the orders in Belfast 
upon a most economical basis. Several 
million pounds have been guaranteed for ship- 
building purposes in the coming year. 

A GREAT WHITE STAR LINER. 

Messrs. Harland and Wolff, Ltd., have also 
a big construction programme for the coming 
year. The work actually in hand, or for 
which immediate preparation will be made, 
amounts to close upon 20,000 tons, 
and there is a prospect of still more 
orders coming to the firm in the near future 
The number of men employed in the firm’s 
three Belfast yards during the past month is 
Jarger than at any period since 1920, and as 
the ships now in hand are further advanced, 
there wil] be a considerable increase in em- 
ployment in the various shipbuilding trades. 

e most notable order which Messrs. Har- 
land and Wolff, Ltd., have received is the 
huge 60,000 ton White Star Liner. This 
vessel] wili be over 1,000 feet Jong, dnd when 
completed will be the largest vessel in the 
world. The keel will be laid down in .the 
new East yard of the firm, but little work 
has yet been done. It 's expected, however, 
that orders will be received to proceed with 
the vessel early in the new year. No indica- 
tion has been given vet. as to the type of 
machinery to be used in this leviathan, except 
that the electric drive will be utilised, but 
whether this will be generated by steam 
or motor engines has not yet been decided. 
It will take fully three years to complete this 
vessel, which should be a veritable floating 
palace 
OTHER WORK. 

There are also on the stocks at the Queen's 
Island several high class passenger vessels, 
including the new Britannic [27,000 tons), for 
the White Star Line. The regrettable loss 
of the Celtic at the entrance to Cork Har- 
bour may cause the White Star Lines to 
place an order Yor a vessel similar to the 
Britannic within the next few months. Two 
more ships of 20,000 tons each are being 
huiit. íor the Union Castle line, one of which 
is to be known as the Winchester Castie. 
These .essels are to be motor driven, as are 
also a.passenger ship of 17,000 tons for the 
Pacific Steam Navigation Co., one of 14,000 
tons for the Nelson Line, and one of 10,000 
tons for the Elder Dempster Company. 

For the Liverpool-Belfast service of the 
Belfast Steamship Company (Coast Lines) 
three motor ships of the highest class speed 
are being built, introducing the Jatest com 
forts for cross-Channel passengers, inciud- 
ing a large number of single berth cabins. 
The Queen’s Island firm have also under von. 
struction three more oil tankers for the Lag» 
Company, and they are due for ‘lunching 
early in the new year. 

THE LINEN TRACE. 

The linen trade has had a bad year. For 
the eleven months ending 30th November 
the exports of linen show a decline of about 
18 per cent. in value. This is, to some 
extent, accounted for by the lower prices 
now prevailing; but the volume of exports 1s 
also.down—about ten per cent. less than in 
1927. There were several notable disappoint- 
ments to the industry during the year. The 
United States market did not come up to 
expectations, while the refusal to schedule 
an important branch of the industry under 
the Safeguarding of Industries Act to enable 
it to cope with the competition in the home 
market of continental goods produced under 
lcwer. wage and labour conditions, was 
keenly felt. In view of the fact that con- 
tinental imports of linen goods into Great 
Britain are now officially recorded at ove: 
£1,000,000 for the year, jt is not improbable 
that during the coming vear some effort 
will again be made to secure relief under 
the Safeguarding of Industries Act. 

Taking the trade as a whole, during the 
past year high-class damasks, certain kinds 
of dress linen, handkerchiefs, and embroidery 
goods have kept up well, but other classes 
of goods have been in poor demand. A bright 
feature has been the steady growth of the 
Dominion markets, which year by year are 
taking more linen goods. It is not unusual 
now to see representatives of linen houses, 
instead ‘of going to the United States, as 
formerly, going to se!l thetr goods in South 
Africa, Australia, and New Zealand. The 
South American market is also inclined to 
take more linen from Northern Ireland, and 
it is hoped that during the coming year there 
will be a revival of buying in that country, 
in view of the prosperity of the people. : 

AMERICAN MADE LINEN. 

Many of the large hotel and steamship 
companies who deserted linen for cotton 
goods during and after the war are also in- 
clined to revert to the more durable and 
better finished pure linen damasks. America 
Is peoducing more linen goods than ever be- 
fore, and, aided by the high tariff, it would 
appear as if the goal of their maiufacturers 
is fo produce all the linen necessary for their 
own country’s requirements, except the finer 
leached goods made from the best Irish and 
Belgium flax, which they will not probably 
attempt for some years vet. : 

The linen trade requires for its revival a 
more abundant and a cheap flax supply, and 
the opening up of new markets in the Domi 
nions, India, and Africa. A feature of the 
linen production during the year has been 
the increase in the amount of goods produced 
in combinaiion with artificial silk. Some very 
hine damask cloths and napkins. into which a 
portion of artificial silk has been skilfully 
introduced, have been put upon the market. 
The artistic effect and the degree of excel- 
lence attained have only been mada possible 
after elaborate experiment. The linen indus 
iry, which has large mills and factories and 
other rateable property in Belfast is looking 
forward with some degree of pleasurable 
anticipation to the introduction of the de- 
Yaling scheme next year, which will relieve 
productive industry of 75 per cent. of local 
rates. This also applies to other industries 
in Northern Ireland, which will eagerly wel- 
come the measure, and its consequent reduc- 
tion of over-head charges on factories and 
workshops. 

AGRICULTURE AND DE-RATING. 

Agriculture in Nortiern Treland is looking 
forward to the new yesr with more hope of 
prosperity. The kat ts de-rating 
scheme, which proposes to relieve agricultural 
Jand completely from rates, and also agricul- 
tural buildings and out-offices (apart from 
dwellings), is regarded by agriculturalists 
senate ie a new charter, comperable ir 
its benefiis with the Land Acts. It has 
brought.a ray of sunshine into an industry 
which has passed through acute depression 
during the past few years. On the other 
hand, residents in purely urban areas. will 
watch with some anxiety the possible effects 
which the de-rating scheme may have upon 
them, particularly if there are any indications 
that the less in rates from the agricultural 
aréas may be re-imposed upon them. 

Until the full details of the scheme are 
known it will not be possible to estimate its 
complete effect, notwithstanding the state- 
ments made in Parliament that Government 
grauis will replace the loss from rates. In. 
the meantime farmers are thankful for the 
concession announced.

CONFIDENCE IN THE 
FUTURE. 


GOVERNMENT’S GOOD WORK. 


Sir Thomas Robinson, who presided at the 
annual general meeting of the Dublin Branch 
of the United Commercial Travellers’ Asso- 
ciation of Great Britain” and “Ireland 
(U.K.C.T.A.) Ine ‘ated, in the Central 
Hotel, congratulated the Association on the 
excellent work done during the past year. 
During the first few years that he had the 
honour of acting as their president, they had 
a good many complaints to make about the 
difficulties that they had to face in carrying 
on their business in the newly constituted 
Free State. But it was significant that most 
of the grievances which they had spoken of 
then, had since been either wholly ar par- 
tially redressed.. (Hear, hear.) He Was very 
much struck by the fact that some of these 
grievances were ventilated for the first time 
by that Association. 5 

They had just closed the year, in which 
the Association had had a good time, and he 
was happy to say that traders in the country 
generally had a good time, too. The general 
trade during Christmas had been very good. 

They were undoubtedly more optimistic 
than they ever were about the future of this 
country ; and that confidence was born, to,a 
great extent, from the increasing confidence 
that they had in the way in which the 
Government were governing the country. He 
thought that there was a determination by 
the Government to enable every one to carry 
on his work without interference or mterrup- 
tion. (Hear, hear.) 

THE CUSTOMS BARRIER. 

Many of the things that hampered them 
were centred round the new customs barrier 
in this country, but it was impossible, he 
supposed, that a change, of that kind could 
take place without incohvenience to a great 
many, and without the education of the staff 
entrusted with the work. He thought that a 
great deal of that trouble had been dissolved. 
There was still peed for indexing in the port 
goods under their proper character—whether 
they were dutiable or non-dutiable—so that 
the delay in having them sent back to Somer- 
set House for examination would be obviated. 
Trade in the country was expanding and 
widening. ‘The adverse trade balance was 
declining, and; ‘ws’ they knew, the Govern. 
ment issued their second National Loan, 
which was a great success, and it was very 
encouraging LO everybody to know 
that the market price of the Govern- 
ment's first and second Loans to-day 
was a very fair index of the opinion held 
everywhere as to the stability of the Free 
State. (Hear, hear.) ' 

He had every confidence that as time went 
on their work would be more pleasing, agree 
able and prosperous. He believed that the 
time had come when the country would make 
a very substantial advance. They had heard 
a great deal about the Shannon scheme, and 
its expenditure. Well, he felt that the 
country was committed to the seheme and 
that 1 was a project that would create a 
great revival of trade. He believed that it 
would be a great factor in bringing about 
the development of industry, and that was 
what they needed in this country. He was 
satisfied that the Government was straining 
every effort to improve and develop the 
agricultural industry. He had seen 
produce marketed across, the water—and, 
aiter all, ‘that was their chief market—and 
he could tell them that he was very proud 
of it. (Applanse.)

MEMORIAL WINDOW 
UNVEILED AT CASTLEKNOCK. 

Yesterday morning, at St. Brigid's 
Church, Castleknock, the Archbishop’ of 
Dublin unveiled a stained glass window to 
the memory of the late Sir George and Lady 
Brooke and their eldest son, who fell in 
action in the Great War. 

The window is a three-light one, designed 
by Messrs. J. Clarke and Son, 36 North 
¥rederick street, Dublin, The centre open- 
ing is St. Hubert, patron of sportsmen, the 
subject at the base being the vision of St, 
Hubert. The left opening is St. George, the 
subject at the base being St. George and 
the dragon. The right opening is At. Luke, 
patron of artists, the subject at the base 
being St. Luke painting the Virgin Mary. 

In the course of his sermon the Arch- 
bishop said :—' We have been teking part 
in a special act of remembrance this morn- 


ing. We have been. commemérating m 

of a family long and honourably connected 
with this parish and church, What the 
members of the Brooke family have. been 
doing to-day is only what all of ns should 
do: as Isaiah bade the people to do, we 
should ‘look unto the rock whente we are 
hewn and to the hole of the pit whence we 
are digged.’ The memory of those who 
went hefore us is one of the strongest appeals 
that can be made to us. it is a call to us to 
be something better than a mere self-seeker, 
a mere child of the moment; it. bids us 
remember our place in the social fabric, our 
setting. 

“The temptations of the world and the flesh 
are strong; why not seize the Mad day 
and just enjoy? And the answer is, ' You 
have something else to consider than your- 
self. You are not your own; you belong to 
a society which has a right t© your service.’ 
lt is in this connection that the old French 
saying, * Noblesse oblige, speaks to us. 
We must remember where we come “from. 
We cannot Jet our family, our stock, down. 
Our family is, in God's providence, the 
visible witness to each of us of that great 
social orgemism in which we have to live. 
While there are many who have never appre- 
ciated their duty as public servants, who 
are under obligation to their fellow-men at 
large, there are, thank God, very few who 
would have the meanness and unworthiness 
to say, ‘I do not care if I do drag my 
family’s name in the mud.’ Such memory 
is a power; and so, on this day, I ask you to

remember that you have each of you in- 
herited, through possession of your wpapective 
family names, a sacred trust, which is to 
bind you, not only to your family’s honour, 
but to your social duty. There is a false 
pride in rank and status, but there is a true 
pride in being the representative of 
honoured forbears.

Wynn’s Hotel, spoke of the need of an 
organisation such as theirs.

ey had a multiplicity of associations, and 
there was a great necessity for the co- 
ordination ot all these associations in one 
national organisation. 

He referred to appointments of outsiders 
being made in Ireland by English and other 
foreign firms. Things were becoming in- 
creasingly difficult for commercial travellers. 
Distributive competition from outside or 
within would not change this, while the 
struggle to catch business was in some cases 
carried beyond the limits of commercial 
prudence. Business failures were numerous. 
They had too many shopkeepers of the 
mediocre class, and, in addition, the trader 
with years of industry and attention was 
unscrupulously contronted in his business by 
an imported horde of hawkers, intermittently 
calling and offering for sale to householders 
in Dublin and many parts of the country 
goods of an inferior class and of ro commert- 
cial value. This was an imposition on the 
community, and on the working ‘classes in 
particular, and should be discouraged by 
Government restrictions. 

THE REPORT. 

Mr. M. J. Kilmurry, Secretary, presented 
the ninth annual report, and said thaty as 
to the year just finished, they had all stated 
out on their journeys filled with optimism 
for a good and successfn] year’s business. 
Unhappily, 1928 had not come up to the 
standard of their expectations, From time 
to time statements had appeared in the Press 
declaring that the country had turned the 
corner and that the prospects were bright, 
but, if some of those who made those state 
ments went fora journey or two through 
the country with any commercial traveller 
and heard the tales of the traders and shop- 
keepers as regards the difficulties of procur- 
ing money from accounts due to them, and 
the heavy.surden of taxation that was crush 
ing them, they would tell a different story. 
In this country—primarily agricultural—there 
had been for some time an apparent shortage 
of money. The farmer was getting a very 
low price for what he sold, and had to pay 
a high price for what he purchased. Hence 
he found it difficult to meet the demands 
made on him. Consequently, the trader was 
restricting credit, and, as a result, the ordérs 
to travellers were smaller and harder to 
obtain.

Bé: drawn 
across the eutife space. The winddws on both 
top and bottof) ‘‘decks”, are ot the sliding 
principle und are designed so as to-give from 
all seats a clear view. .The whole scheme of 
the ‘bus has “been well thonght out and 
executed in the best “workmariship. The 
‘* sleeper-obsergationr’-omnibus is nrounted on 
the type chassis, made by the Associated 
Equipment Co., Lid.

REVIEW OF 1928. 


NEW YEAR PROSPECTS. 


(BY PAT'0.) 

Overnight snow and heavy showers of hail and 
sleet yesterday cut out the very light Gaelic pro- 
gramme, Round the meeting of the new and old 
years a brief cessation is recognised in G,A.A. 
circles; the present condition of pitehes makes 
hurling a dangerous mydiark and Gaelic football 
a featureless scramble. Indeed, an extension of 
the present brief respite was the feeling at last 
week's meeting of the Central Counril, who have 
wt the Leagues back to February 24th. This gets 
ne National Leagues Gangerwnely near the cham- 
ionship summer zone, for, with the additioy of the 
Railway cups’ opening on February 3. the Gaeiic 
year is a very heavy ove, making |ittie prevision 
for drawn games and ipevitable weather postpone- 
ments. 

A SUCCESSFUL YEAR. 

The year 1928 was very successful; clubs 
affiliated reached record figures (reved 1.400), with 
Connaught Provin'e alone showing a decline, which 
may be temporary. The football championship lost 
somé of its interest when Kerry passed out early. 
Cavan’s splendid stand against Kildare in the 
final compensated, whilst the advance of Ulster in 
football has been the outstanding feature of the 
Gaelic year. Armagh, Antrim. Cavan, Monaghan 
Down and Fermanagh are of the uniferm strength 
which makes for good competitien. 

Tne hurling faa] between Cork and Galway was 
an immense disappointment to a big attendance. 
Galway, without opposition in Connaught, bad a 
bye in the semi-final, and, entering the fual with- 
out a game, were no match for one of the heat 
Cork teams yet introduced to Croke Park. Pro- 
vision against a repetition of such an unequal fial 
will be one of the many problems for next Easter'a 
Congress. 

In their progress to the final. Cork met stout 
oppesition from Clare, whe gave them two fast 
matches at Thurles, where far the best. hurling of 
the season was seen. Cork outplayed Dublin on a 
wet day at Kilkenny, but the Guards’ selection 
were caught in an “off” day, . Waterferd’s im- 
provement in hurling is weleome, and the game 
has a firm grip in all Munster counties, Galway 
and South Leinster, though it is at a low ebh at 
present north of a line drawn from the Boyne to 
Achill This fact should give food for thought 
to G.A.A. organisations, <A game popular in only 
one half of the coupiry cannot reasonably be 
called the national pastime, 

JUNIOR CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

Junior championships roused mere enthusiasm in 
1928 than in any recent year, and this is a 
healthy sign. Britain’s entry into these eham- 
pionaships gave them new interest, and a revivul 
amongst Irishmen in London and Lancashire is 
assure. _London-Irish sent some powerful hurling 
sides to Croke Park (then Jones's road) in 1902 
and 1903; our recent visitors, though far behind 
that standard, showed pluck am] promise.

College championships were good, Leinster com- 
phere “ro cunning smoothly, and, eould the 
Munster breach be bridged, 1929 will mark a big 
advance in both codes amongst the colleges and 
secondary schools. National schools’ championships 
are *arried through in several counties. and their 
general promotion will be to the interest of county 
boards everywhere. 

Railway cups were a great success, and promise 
well for 1929. In these, wide provineial selections 
are encouraged, and the finals have heceme the bie 
feature of the National Holiday celebrations at 
Croke Park.

A RECORD GATE. 

The official figures for the attendance to- 
day were 63,247, this establishing a new 
'“record ” for any Test match. The receipts 
amounted to £6,023.

TWO WICKETS DOWN FOR 15.

Woodfull poked out his 
bat at a rising delivery from the Sussex 
bowler, and sent the ball to Jardine, who 
brought off a simple knee-high catch.
